Tj Oraſmuch as Wee ſee apparantly, that there is already great 
ſcarſitie of Coꝛue and Graine of all ſozts, and the lame growen to very 
high rates audpzices; And the weather allo hath long bene, and ſtill 
Y 5 N tontinueth ſo ſtrange and vnſcalonable, as it giueth no hope okamend⸗ 
SE YAY ment, But rather is ike much to unpairethe Fruits oftheearththat 
2 | larcto beexpectedofthenertycere; So as the pooꝛe muſt needs ſuffer 
ya $5 a <" exircaine want, and the better ſoꝛt allo finde it heauy and chargeable 
F — "to them, except it pleale GOD to deale miere:fully with vs: And 
terefoze Wiſedome requureth, That all meanes be bed to pꝛeuent aſwell Expoꝛtation of Coꝛne 
ud Grant out of the Kingdome, as vnncceſlary waſte and conſumption thereof at home. 
Wee therefore — watch ouer Our people to pꝛeſerue them — nres, 
Although wee are not gnoꝛant that tis height of price groweth moꝛe out of the greedy cone: 
toufues — and Hourders of Coꝛne, then out of the want oꝛ dearththereof;) And though 
alſo the price of all kinde ef Graines be, and foꝛ ſome good time paſt hath bent fuch,as no Tranſ⸗ 
poꝛtation thertof tan lawfully be made by the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme; Yet to the 
end that the world may take knowledge of Our extraoꝛdmary care in this behalfe, and that no 
man haue hope to clcape puniſhment ir he offend from hencekooꝛth in this cate; WE doc by this 
Our pꝛoclamation ſtrattly charge and command all andlinguiar Our Subietts, and other per- 
ſons whatſocuer, That they noꝛ any of them pꝛeſume to cary oꝛtonuey out of this Realine, d:- 
rectly 62 indirectly, any wheat, Ryc,Sarly,Malt,Oates, Peale,Seancs, Fetches,2Sucke,oz any 
Cornc o2Graine whatlocuer, o2the Meale oꝛ Flower thereok, vpon paint of Our heauy diſplea⸗ 
ſure, and ofluch unpꝛilonment, and other pumſhments, as vyonthe tontemners of Our Nopall 
tommandement in ſo waighty and unpoꝛtant canſes, are and ought to be inflicted. 

And we doc likewiſe hereby as ſtrauly charge and tommand all Our Cuſtomers, Comptrol 
lers, Searchers, Waitours, and other the Miniſters of Our Poꝛts, And the Farmours of Our 
Cuſtomes and Subſidies, and all other perſons whatlotuer, That they luffer no ſuch Coꝛne, 
Sraine, Meale oꝛ Flower, as afoꝛelaid, to be tonueyed 02 caried out of this Kealme: But ſhall 
hunder and ſtop the lame, if they haue meanes ſo to doe O2 elle thall pꝛeſently vpon know 
ledge thereof, complaine and gie knowledge of it to lome painctpall Officers, to the end it be pꝛe⸗ 
ucnted, Upon paine likewiſc of * puniſhments as are due to them that neglect Our Kopall 
Commaundement.
